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THE ACADEMY BUILDING 


It has been the custom from time to time to picture on the cover 
of the Town Report buildings of significance in the life of the town. 
This year we are proud to show the original Colby Academy building 
which was restored and renovated in 1960 by Colby Junior College. 


This building stands as one of the few local landmarks to commem- 
orate the early educational aspirations of New London. They date back 
to the first town meeting in 1779 when less than 20 families resided here; 
yet the thirteen qualified voters cast their votes to hire three months 
schooling. In 1837 there was another convergence of interests to expand 
educational opportunities for our own children and those throughout 
New Hampshire. That year the Legislature granted a charter to eleven 
New London citizens who became the incorporators of New London 
Academy. A public subscription for an academy building was opened, 
and the people of New London responded promptly and generously. 


As far as it is known, the building originally contained classrooms, 
a chapel and a library. The school operated under the names of New 
London Academy, New London Literary and Scientific Institution, 
New London Institution, Colby Academy and since 1928, Colby Junior 
College. The building was used for instructional purposes until 1870, 
when the school moved to a much larger and more elaborate building 
on top of New London Hill. In 1892 the “new” building burned, and 
the old building was brought back into service until 1912, when Colgate 
Hall was erected on the sight of the burned building. During the early 
1920’s the Academy building was converted into four apartments. 


In 1960 the structure was in serious need of extensive repairs. 
The trustees of the college voted to preserve this modest academy 
building. The exterior is a faithful restoration of the building as it 
was in the beginning. The interior has two large rooms on the first 
floor for meetings and to house memorabilia. The second floor contains 
a living room and three spacious bedrooms with baths, to be used by 
guests of the college. The upstairs furnishings are from the Burpee 
Homestead. They were purchased from the heirs and given by Mrs. 
Mather Cleveland in memory of the Burpee family and Mrs. Susan C. 


Colgate, Mrs. Cleveland’s grandmother, who was the first principal of 
New London Academy.

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


All property, both real and’ personal, that is taxable, 1s 
assessed as of April Ist of each year. There are a few exceptions 
to this, but nothing pertinent to the figures which we will give 
below that we thought would be interesting to you. | 


The assessed valuation of all property taxable in the Town 
of New London on April 1, 1960, was $3,809,656. This is $165,956. 
more than the amount taxable in 1959, and shows one of the 
largest gains from normal building in many years. It also re- 
fleets increases, and decreases, in valuations that the Selectmen 
find necessary to make as a result of reviewing certain pieces 
of property. Sections of the town, and isolated other properties 
that come to our attention, are reviewed each year, with the 
thought that barring a complete revaluation of the town by 
outside assessors, this is the most satisfactory method of keeping 
our assessments as fair as possible. 


This increase of $163,956. is broken down as follows: 


Resident, or year-round property $63,300. 
Non-resident, or summer property 100,656. 


The break-down of our total assessment, which determines 
the percentage of our total tax bill paid by various groups, is 
interesting to note, and shows the following:

A very approximate preliminary estimate of the increase 
as of April 1961, based on the building permits issued, indicates 
that this year’s gain will not be as high, but still shows a good 
growth. Unfortunately, the gains never produce enough added 
revenue to make up the increases in the appropriations requested 
each year. We do not want to reduce essential services, but do 
feel that a word of caution is called for at this time. 
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BUILDING PERMITS were issued to a total of 59, and one 
request for a permit was denied. The permits were for:

OUR HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT, which is our second most 
“costly part of operating the town, presents the problem of con- 
stantly increasing work through expansion: of town roads, the 
need for more thorough snow removal and plowing, as traffic, 
both vehicle and pedestrian, increases; the need for plowing 
more roadways leading to summer homes, both for the conveni- 
ence of owners, and to permit further construction and altera- 
tions. Three men are employed full time, with seasonal workers, 
both for snow removal and for summer construction. Seamans 
Road is scheduled to be completed this coming summer, along 
with other shorter stretches of roads with T.R.A. money. For 
1961, the State will contribute $4551.07 for Town Road Aid, if 
the town will raise and appropriate $682.66 for this purpose. 
An article appears in the warrant petitioning the town to hard- 
surface Lake Shore Road (the far side of Pleasant Lake). The 
petition was signed by 37 property owners in that area, and the 
road is admittedly both narrow and dangerous in places, and 
dusty and rough in the summer. The Road Agent and Selectmen 
feel that this work should be undertaken with our annual 
Special Appropriation of $5000. for road surfacing, if granted 
this year, rather than through an additional appropriation. The 
work on the parking lot, and the sidewalk and curb from the 
Town Hall to the New London Inn were more costly than 
anticipated, largely due to unforeseen construction problems, 
but we feel were worthwhile projects. We plan to start sidewalk 
and curb improvement in the business section of Elkins this year. 
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MUNICIPAL COURT, Judge J. Duane Squires presiding, 
reports: 


““T> the Town of New London: 


‘‘In 1960 the New London Municipal Court handled 86 
eases. These were divided as follows: Criminal cases, 76; 
Small Claims eases, 10. 


‘““The total amount of fines collected and paid to the 
Town of New London was $507. Small claims fees due the 
Town were $2.50. It may be of interest to the citizens to 
know that the allotment of fines assessed for Motor Vehicle 
violations, for Fish and Game violations, and for Publie 
Utility Commission violations is as follows: the Town gets 
the first $5.00 and 10% of the remainder of the total fine 
imposed. Thus, on a $25 traffic fine, New London would 
retain $7, and the State Motor Vehicle Department would 
receive $18. 


‘““The Court again desires to thank the Selectmen for 
providing a dignified and adequate place in which to hold 
Court sessions. The Court also desires to commend the Police 
Department for its care and courtesy in handling problems 
of law violations.

Non-court cases include three breaking and entering, four 
theft of gasoline, and three patients transported to the State 
Hospital. This work, along with the regular patrol of the 
streets and closed homes, accounted for 14,200 miles of travel. 
Chief Grace has been on duty seven days a week for several 
years, using his own car in the performance of his work. Sum- 
mer traffic has increased to the point where we feel that an 
additional officer should be on duty, at least part time, in the 
business section of town, and to allow the Chief some days off. 
The budget request for 1961, therefore, has been raised to 
eover this anticipated extra cost. 


WHIPPLE MEMORIAL HALL enjoyed some unanticipated 
attention in 1960, for which all of us should be pleased. A special 
committee of the New London Garden Club, headed by Mrs. 
Reynold S. Styles, chose this building as one to enter in a Civic 
Beautification contest sponsored jointly by Sears-Roebuck and 
the State Federation of Garden Clubs. Plans developed by the 
committee for the planting of new shrubbery, on a ‘‘before and 
after’’ basis, were awarded one of five prizes of $100. each in a 
Statewide competition. The balance of the cost, approximately 
$150., was contributed by the Garden Club, along with labor 
donated by the Men’s Division. Let us hope that this will be 
the start of further beautification of some of our other Town 
buildings and small park areas. The slate roof of the Town 
Hall was completely checked over, all broken or missing slates 
replaced. With increased use by the Civil Defense unit, the 
Boy Scouts, Municipal Court, the Selectmen, the Planning and 
Zoning Boards, along with the rummage sale and other periodic 
events, it is gratifying to see this beautiful building more fully 
utilized. 


Have you noticed our TOWN CLOCK recently? This 
handsome clock has served the town since 1884 from its lofty 
perch in the tower of the Baptist Church. Last year it received 
some long overdue attention, and we were very fortunate in 
having a skilled craftsman here in town to do the necessary 
work. The three dials, each measuring seven and one-half feet 
across, were removed and delivered to the workshop of Mr. 
John H. Edmunds to be refurbished. Mr. Edmunds repaired 
any loose or missing numerals, painted the dials with a black 
‘‘smalt’’, a finish especially suited for this use, then applied 
real old-fashioned gold-leaf to the hands and numerals. The 
art of applying gold-leaf properly is fast becoming extinct, 
unfortunately, as none of the new substitutes have the depth 
of color, or the lasting qualities of the real gold leaf. It is 
especially interesting that Mr. Edmunds did this work for us 
at the age of ninety years, and commented that his records 
indicated that he had done a similar job to the Town Clock just 
forty years ago. We extend our sincere thanks to Mr. Edmunds 
for his willingness to undertake this work for us, and our 
admiration for his ability. This clock is run by two sets of 
weights, one for the time, and one for the striking mechanism. 
It must be wound by hand, and Mr. Will Ray has climbed the 
tower for over fifteen years, to wind the clock, as one of his 
many duties as Custodian of the Town Hall and other town- 
owned properties. 


CIVIL DEFENSE in New London has become. an active 
unit of our local government, during the last year and a half, 
under the leadership of: 


Watson B. Johnston, Director 
Clarence W. Gay, Deputy Director 
Ralph E. Marshall, Asst. Director 
Phillip F. Dow, Asst. Director 


These men have met each week for the past eighteen 
months, mostly in their office at the Town Hall, where they have 
assembled a wealth of information from State Civil Defense 
headquarters. An organization has been established with plans 
covering all phases of necessary services for the community, 
should it ever be threatened with military attack or natural 
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disaster. A large number of our townspeople have accepted 
assignments to the many duties of transportation, food supply, 
medical aid, communication, police duty and the numerous other 
requirements of maintaining order in time of emergency. This 
is in keeping with the Federal Civil Defense Act of 1950, which 
charges State and local government with the responsibility of 
providing adequate equipment and maintaining effective civil 
defense forces. Our Civil Defense Staff feels that they are now 
at the point where a substantial increase should be made in 
this year’s appropriation to enable them to purchase the equip- 
ment needed to make our unit functional, and to carry out the 
plans they have worked out, should the need arise. 


THE FIRE DEPARTMENT, with Merle C. Gay, Chief, re- 
ports for 1960: 


1 — House fire (Camp Kearsarge) 
4 — Chimney fires 

3 — Brush fires 

2— Car fires 


This was a very good year, with the only serious loss being 
the complete destruction of the main dining hall at Camp Kear- 
sarge, resulting from lightning. Taking place in the middle of 
the night, the building was so far gone when the fire depart- 
ment was called, that nothing could be done to save the dining 
hal, but the men were successful in preventing the spread of 
fire to other buildings or to woodland. 


Chief Merle Gay, a member of the Department for 34 years, 
and Chief for the last 12 years, is retiring from active duty in 
March. We owe him a vote of thanks for his conscientious 
services in helping build our fire department into the effective 
organization it is today, and for his daily inspection of the 
trucks and equipment to make sure they are ready to roll at 
any time. 


Meetings are held once a month, with eight additional prac- 
tice meetings a year. Officers of the Fire Department were:

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Reports from the PLANNING BOARD and the ZONING 
BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT appear elsewhere in this Town 
Report. The Selectmen wish to express sincere thanks, however, 
to Mr. James Shepard, who retired from the Planning Board 
upon completion of his term in 1960, for his many years of 
helpful work. Likewise to Mr. Wesley Woodward, one of the 
original appointees to our Zoning Board, who completes his 
term in March 1961, after being Chairman of that board for 
the last year. Members of these boards serve without pay, in 
what appears, at times, to be a thankless, but necessary job 
in a growing community like ours. 


The Board of Selectmen lost a very devoted and faithful 
member when Mr. Ervin P. Edmunds found it necessary to resign 
his position on December 31, 1960. Mr. Edmunds has served 
for fourteen years consecutively. During this period he gave 
most generously of his time to the ever increasing demands 
of office, as the town grew, and more records became necessary. 
He was a patient teacher of new members coming on the Board, 
and the many methods of operation that he personally set up 
will continue to be of help to future board members, and be 
continuing evidence of his interest in the welfare of New Lon- 
don. The remaining members of the board felt fortunate in 
having Mr. Forrest W. Sampson accept an appointment to this 
vacaney. Mr. Sampson, in his capacity as Town Treasurer, has 
attended selectmen’s meetings for the last four years and has, 
through association, become familiar with the procedure of 
office. In order to accept this appointment, it was necessary 
for Mr. Sampson to vacate the office of Treasurer, and here 
again, the Selectmen felt quite fortunate in finding a man well 
qualified and willing to accept the post, Mr. Fred H. Tibbetts. 


Meetings of the Board of Selectmen have been changed to 
every Monday night at 8:00 in the Selectmen’s Office. Anyone 
wishing to get information about town affairs, apply for a 
building permit, offer a suggestion, or even complain, is always

REPORT OF THE INFORMATION BOOTH 
Summer of 1960 


The New London Information Booth opened July 2 and 
closed August 27 after a most successful season. During the 
hours of 9 to 5 1,471 cars, 1 house trailer, 52 telephone calls, 
3 bicycles, and a motor bike called at the booth for information 
on a wide variety of subjects. The total number of people 
helped at the booth was 4,432. There were twenty-six states 
and the District of Columbia represented, also four foreign 
eountries, New Brunswick, Quebec, Australia and the Virgin 
Islands. The most distant states were Alaska, California and 
Texas. 

The requests for information covered a wide variety of 
subjects, most questions were of course, for area information 
including something to do, interesting places to see and good 
living accommodations, preferably on the lake. Many telephone 
calls were made to cabin, motel and hotel owners and suitable 
quarters within a reasonable distance were usually found. 

Practically every question was answered to everyone’s sat- 
isfaction. It was gratifying when several people made a point. 
of returning to the booth -to say ‘‘thank you’’ for finding a 
desirable place for them to stay. Many people were amazed at 
the number and variety of booklets available to the.public and 
the wealth of information to be found in them.

ANNUAL REPORT 


A review of the work of the library is now in order: the 
year’s statistics, the achievements, the programs, and the popu- 
larity of the building as a community center. 


The following record shows the circulation of books and 
magazines for the past year:

This record shows a decided increase over last year, which 
pleases the Board and staff. There have been 12,332 visitors to 
the library in 1960. 


We have answered all requests for loans from the State 
Library and neighboring ones, and on alternate months the 
Bookmobile, from the Extension Division of the State Library, 
has ealled, leaving 849 books to supplement our own stock. 
These are used especially in the Children’s Room. 


During the last year, the library has purchased 175 adult 
books and 161 juvenile books, and our many friends have 
generously given 41 adult and 31 juvenile books to the library. 
Sinee the price of books has nearly tripled in the last ten years, 
it has become necessary to limit our purchases and to use eare- 
ful screening in our choices of new books. 


Our magazine table in the reading room is supplied with 
45 current magazines, three daily and one weekly newspapers. 
Three new magazines have been added this fall, ‘‘Hot Rod’’, an 
automotive magazine, ‘‘American Merecury’’ and ‘‘Cosmopoli- 
tan’’. Frequent lists of new additions of books are sent to the 
local newspaper by the librarian.

There has been an unusually large call for special reading 
material to be sent to the following schools: Colby Junior Col- 
lege, 15 books; Alphonse Soucy (remedial reading classes), 63; 
practice teacher, 25; Wilmot Schools, 214; Kindergartens, 14; 
New London Central:School, 317, and for summer tutors, 138. 


The picture file remains popular with the teachers and 
students, with 318 pictures loaned for use in their school rooms. 


Since the Tracy Memorial Library acts in part as the New 
London Central School Library, our reference work increases 
with the school attendance, thus 538 requests for special material 
have been answered with books, magazine articles, and pamph- 
lets, mostly for use in themes and social studies. The summer 
camps have also called on the library for ee fo in ‘their 
projects and summer programs. 


The library has received the following boo's as oifts for 
the military book shelves from the New London Service Organ- 
ization: “Destroyers and Destroyermen’”’ by Yates, ‘‘The Long- 
est Day, June 6, 1944’’ by Ryan, ‘‘Battle, the Story of the 
Bulge’ by Toland, and ‘‘Greatest Raid of All’’ by Phillips. 
These books continue to be very popular with our veterans and 
teen-aged boys. 


We have added to our borrower’s files the names of 153 
adults and 76 juveniles. Many of our new juvenile borrowers 
are tuition pupils at the High School. 


The committee room is used by varlous organizations, 
averaging three each week, and the auditorium for special 
displays, including National. Book AW cele and Neto Library 
Week. 


Our new magazine files in the basement have proved a joy 
and a great convenience to the staff. The steel racks were 
assembled by Mr. Braley, and the partition and door added by 
Mr. Jesse Holt, making a most suitable place to store our 
magazines. 


Mr. Rice, the teacher of the seventh grade at the Central 
School, brought his class to the library for instruction in the 
use of the library catalogue and in reference books, including .

encyclopedias, dictionaries, the reader’s guide to periodicals, by 
the head librarian, Mrs. Ray. The class received one and one- 
half hours of instruction in these subjects. 


In March, a 4-H display in observance of National 4-H 
Week was held, with exhibitions of the club’s charter, leaflets 
and winning ribbons. 


National Library Week was observed from April 4-9, with 
over 200 people enjoying the displays of first page exhibits of 
N. Y. Times from 1851-1945. 


| Open House was held on Wednesday when there were two 
showings of the film ‘‘Democracy Speaks’’, the story of the 
making of a newspaper. Mrs. Herbert Swift loaned her collec- 
tion of World War II posters, and a display of new and old 
children’s books was attractive to many persons. Ten favorite 
books of the High School students were chosen by vote, and 
an old land grant, belonging to his grandfather and signed by 
Ulysses Grant, was loaned by Lewis Simonds. Sixteen displays 
of interesting and timely books were placed in various places 
of business in New London for the week. The lbrarian, at the 
opening of Library Week, spoke to the children of the Wilmot 
Schools and their parents on the importance of reading good 
books. She also took a collection of books to discuss with the 
older group and told stories to the younger children. The Board 
and Staff are most grateful to the committee, headed by Mr. 
Vincent Wickham, for all their hard work to make the week 
a success. 


Both librarians have attended state meetings in Winchester, 
Newport and Sunapee. At Winchester, Mrs. Ray received an 
award, the book ‘‘Living Japan’’ for honorable mention in a 
contest for the best National Library Week activities. 


In June, the New London 4-H Club held their achievement 
night in the auditorium. Guest speaker was Mr. Patwary, IF YE 
exchange student, from East Pakistan. The county elub agents 
presented yearly awards to the club members and their leaders. 


Two most; interesting exhibits filled the auditorium space 
during July: the photographs of Mr. Walter Ensign, and the 
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Ford Motor Co. water colors, entitled ‘‘The Birds. and the 
Beasts’’. 


The Vacation Reading Club opened on July first with a 
total enrollment of 85 children. The theme was ‘‘ Presidents 
of the United States’’, a timely subject for national election 
year. At the annual party, in August, with 60 children present, 
the New London Players entertained all with scenes from the 
play, *‘ Wizard of Oz’’.. Refreshments of. cookies, punch and ice 
cream were served in the garden by the librarians. 


The sixteenth annual exhibition of oil paintings by Mrs. 
Dorothy Dey Howard were featured at the library from August 
22 through September 3. Her beautiful oils have proue nk much 
pleasure to visitors throughout the years. 


Posters and book displays marked the observances of Na- 
tional Bible and Christian Education Weeks in October. 


Over 425 adults and children visited the library during 
National Book Week November 14-19. A collection of rare 
old dolls, loaned by Mrs. Clarence Lull, and egg-shadow boxes, 
belonging to Miss Evelyn Boynton and Mrs. Stanley Goss, lent 
a most interesting note to the display of new adult and chil- 
dren’s books. A puppet play, ‘‘Red Riding Hood’’, by the 
librarians, entertained the kindergarten and elementary school 
children. A sale of duplicate and used books in the basement 
netted $35.00 towards the purchase of new books in the future. 


Our Story Hours on Saturdays have proved a most popular 
place with pre-school children, and 694 youngsters have been 
instructed and entertained there by the lbrarians and their 
helpers. Several students from Colby Junior College began to 
assist us in the spring months. They were members of child 
psychology classes who were anxious to gain some experience 
working with small children. Their help was most gratefully 
received by the staff, and our thanks expressed to their teacher, 
Miss Spaulding, who inaugurated this practice last year, 


Mr. Dwight Braley, our new janitor, has kept our building 
very neat and tidy, and our gardens have blossomed into new 
beauty under his careful and constant care. 
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During this Christmas season, an arch of colored lights over 
the library entrance guides all visitors to ‘‘better reading and 


better books’’.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Central School in 
said District on the ninth day of March, 1961, at 8 o’clock p.m. 
to act upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator for the ensuing year. 
Article 2. To choose a Clerk for the ensuing year. 


Article 3. To choose a Member of the School Board for the 
ensuing three years. 


Article 4. To choose a Treasurer for the ensuing year. 


Article 5. To choose one or more Auditors and such other 
Officers and Agents as the voters may judge necessary. 


Article 6. To hear the reports of Agents, Auditors, Com- 
mittees or Officers chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 7. To see what sum of money the District will raise 
and appropriate for the support of schools, for the salaries of 
School District Officials and Agents, and for the payment of 
statutory obligations of the District, and to authorize the appli- 
cation against said appropriation of such sums as are estimated 
to be received from the state equalization fund, and other state 
sources, together with other income; the School Board to certify 
to the Selectmen the balance between the estimated revenue and 
the appropriation, which balance is to be raised by taxes by 
the Town. 
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Article 8. To see if the District will vote to authorize an 
appropriation of $493,000.00, or any other sum, to be raised by 
borrowing or otherwise, for the purpose of expanding the New 
London Central School plant by designing, acquiring land for, 
constructing and equipping additional buildings and/or addi- 
tions to existing elementary and secondary school buildings.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of New London: 


I submit herewith my thirteenth annual report as Super- 
intendent of Schools. 


The space needs of the New London Schools — at both 
the elementary and secondary levels — remain the same as 
set down in these reports over the last several years. 


SCHOOL BUILDING PROPOSALS 


Following the action authorized by the 1960 District Meet- 
ing, the combined School Board and School Building Com- 
mittee prepared and presented an expansion program estimated 
to cost $425,000.00 at a Special Meeting on October 20, 1960. 
This proposal ineluded: 


1. Adding 3 classrooms to the Elementary Building 


2. A classroom addition and extensive remodeling 
of the present High School Building 


3. A gymnasium-locker room addition 


By action of the Budget Committee, the cost of this building 
program was limited to $300,000.00. Following a lengthy dis- 
cussion involving several areas for suggested further study, 
the proposal was substantially defeated. 


Since October, 1960, the School Board has worked with a 
Building Committee composed of Carleton Barton, Priscilla 
Ohler, John Kiernan, Gerald Prescott, James Granger and Floyd 
Bailey. This Committee has worked diligently and earnestly 
to present a constructive building program aimed to cover the 
needs of the present and immediate future as well as to 
provide for the possibilities of additional expansion in the future. 


Basically, the proposal calls for changing the present high 
school building to elementary use. This building contains ample 
rooms to provide single grades (1-6) and also an adequate 
elementary activity area. 
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High school needs would be met by constructing substan- 
tial additions to the present 3-room and eafétorium Elementary 
Building to provide a new high ‘school unit to take eare of 
an enrollment of 300 (grades 7-12). The cost of this total 
building program is estimated at $493,000.00. This sizeable 
amount of money would be paid off over a period of twenty 
years. Thirty percent of the bond payments would come from 
State funds under the School Building Aid Act. It is also 
probable that more State and Federal funds will become avail- 
able; thereby reducing the direct cost of such a project to the 
taxpayers of New London. 


You cannot afford to pass over a solution to your school 
building problems. Several years of study as to possible solu- 
tions have preceded this proposal. Basically, the present high 
school plant was never designed for the comprehensive cur- 
riculum now being offered. Classes in Art, classes in Physical 
Education, laboratory facilities for present-day Science instruc- 
tion, an expanded Music program, adequate space for a School 
Library, a Language Laboratory, are some of the specialized 
areas which the present building was not designed to accom- 
modate. 


Further postponement and delay is likely to result in 
greater cost — both dollar-wise and quality-wise in your edu- 
cational program.

In reporting a brief summary of services rendered to the 
New London Schools, I wish to express my sincere appreciation 
to all personnel for their continued cooperation toward the 
fulfillment of responsibilities in (1) guiding the educational 
erowth and development of children; (2) meeting the needs of 
exceptional children; and (3) providing special resources and 
materials for the classroom. 


TESTING AND GUIDING SERVICES — 
— Achievement tests administered at all grade levels. 


— Mental Ability testing — grades 1, 4 and 7 (and continued 
by U.N.H. guidance testing in High School). 


— Administration of individual psychological test (Stanford- 
Binet) as requested for pupil guidance (over the past sev- 
eral years, 15 of these tests have been given). 


— Clinical referrals made through contact with principal, 
teachers, and parents (Claremont Child Guidance Clinic). 


— Meeting with interested parents (lst grade) to explain the 
nature and use of the Ist grade testing program. This 
could be expanded to inelude other grade levels, depending 
upon the growing interest of the community in this phase 
of the total school program). 


AREA CONFERENCES AND WORKSHOPS — 


— Participating in state-wide study in the improvement of 
supervisory practices (an extension at the 1960 summer 


ey fer 


work conference of helping teachers, principals, special 
supervisors, consultants, and members of the State De- 
partment of Education). 


— Participating in the special study of mathematics (grades 


1-6) initiated in 1960 by the Association of Helping Teach- 
ers In cooperation with the State Department of Education 
and to be continued with the help of many interested lead- 


ers throughout the state at a writing work conference 
in April, 1961. 


— Attending conferences in the field of reading (New England 


Reading Association); the intellectually retarded child 
(New Hampshire Council for Exceptional Children); and 
other areas as deemed necessary. 


OTHER AREAS OF WORK — 


Classroom visits to note physical, emotional, and educational 


atmosphere and to offer help in instructional phase of 
the school program. 


Planning grade-level meetings (union-wide) as a means of 


discussing problems of common concern. This approach. 
to staff cooperation can lead to improved practices in all 
major subject areas — particularly in mathematics — al- 
ready receiving considerable attention throughout the state. 


Safety education: through interest and cooperation of the 


local police department and‘many professional and business 
establishments, ‘‘Child Safety Manuals’’ (prepared by 
National Child Safety Council) have been made available 
to all pupils (grades 1-6) as an aid to teaching safety 
education by teachers and parents. Bicycle safety mate- 
rials will be distributed in the spring. 


Individual conferences with principal, teachers, and parents 


on, matters requiring special attention (pupil adjustment, 
curriculum matters, special materials, ete.).

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REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL TO 
SUPERINTENDENT GORDON B. FLINT 


Dear Mr. Flint: 


I submit herewith my annual report as Principal of New 
London Central School... 


My annual reports for the past few years have dealt with 
the necessary curriculum changes to meet the needs of our 
students. Now that the changes have been made or are in the 
process of being made, we find ourselves in a situation that can 
be remedied only by adding to and improving our present 
facilities. 


At the present time some of the areas of learning are 
being taught under conditions that lend very little toward 
eood teaching and good learning situations. 


Since the needs of the school have been presented so well 
by the many people who have been studying the problem for 
the past few years, it does not seem necessary to repeat them 
again here. ! 

I would like to point out, however, that until we have 
single grades in our elementary school we will have to accept 
the fact that the children in the grades are being cheated. It 
is impossible for the teachers to divide their time between two 
grades when there are so many in each grade, and do justice 
to the children in either grade in view of the amount of mate- 
rial that has to be presented in the elementary grades today. 
Unless the children do receive a good start in: the elementary 
grades they are going’ to enter high school poorly equipped 
to. meet the demands made on them in the comprehensive high 
school of today. Similarly, unless the young people in our high 
school are given the opportunity to learn, to explore and to 
experiment to their fullest extent, they are going to be handi- 
capped when they leave here and enter the higher institutions 
of learning. 

All this is becoming more of a fact every year and will 
not be remedied until some of the teaching areas are improved. 
This necessitates a building program that, on the surface, looks 
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like a luxury but in actuality is a must. The building program 
would be relatively simple if one area could be isolated from 
all the others and it could be said that the problem could be 
solved by taking care of that one area. Careful study: has 
shown, however, that in order to be able to improve the over- 
all situation improvement of the whole and not just a part is 
necessary. Otherwise, we would have only a stop-gap solution 
and it is doubtful if even the present standards of the sehool 
could be maintained much longer. 


It is true that the school has received recognition from 
two sources this year that make all of us proud. © | | 


The ‘high school received the Certificate of Merit from 
Colby Junior College, which is awarded annually in-the fall 
to the secondary school represented at Colby by two or more 
students whose combined academic averages are the highest in 
the college for the preceding year. The combined average of 
the three girls involved, Judy Blanchette, Judith Pond and 
Sandra Sherburne, was the highest since the Certificate of 
Merit has been given. 


The other recognition came from the Educational Planning 
Service of Colorado State College working under a grant from 
the Ford Foundation to study some of the outstanding small 
high schools in the United States. New London High School 
was recommended to them by the New Hampshire State De- 
partment of Education. From about 275 questionnaires sent 
out by the Educational Planning Service, 45 schools were chosen 
to visit from Maine to Hawaii and our school was one of two 
chosen in New England. Two of the research team visited the 
school in December and indicated they were well pleased with 
what was being done here, but they questioned how long it 
could be continued without addition to our present buildings. 
The final report will not be ready until later in the year, 


These two honors do not necessarily mean that we should 
be satisfied with our present educational program and become 
stagnant in our thinking. Instead they are indicative of the 
need to continue to improve our program to maintain its 
standards of the present time, and we should be thinking of. 
raising our standards rather than just maintaining them.

I have confidence in our teachers in their desire to do well 
under the present conditions, but I am even more confident 
that if they are given the opportunity to teach under the right 
conditions our young people will get a better education than 
they are getting now.
